Behind their placid faces Alberta’s Chinese pioneers hid a fierce desire to succeed in this 
pew land. They had come to Canada with little but hope—to work as lowest class laborers on rail¬ 
way construction crews or to toil in the British Columbia gold fields. By the turn of the centufy 
they had gained a place in Alberta's economy as operators of restaurants and laundries. 

Always shunned, sometimes feared and often scorned, they had but one bridge to cross 
the chasm which separated them from Alberta’s occidental population: extrirfie patriotism for 
Canada and a child-like love of demonstrating that loyalty with noisy, exuberant fireworks dis¬ 
plays on such occasions as the Queen’s birthday. 

It was enough: today Alberta's Chinese are regarded as respected members of the com¬ 
munity, gifted in the art of cuisine, conscientious in matters of civic welfare, and hospitable in 
sharing the Oriental glamour of the “Chinatowns" with their white neighbors. The color woven 
into the tapestry of Alberta’s development by its Chinese pioneers is proudly recognized by another 
Alberta pioneer

Preserving 

KPIYLE 

by GINMAL FOODS KITCHCNS 

You really shouldn’t let the 
Saskatoon Berry crop go by with¬ 
out preserving lota of this delicious 
fruit. Here is one of the tastiest 
ways . . . 

SASKATOON JELLY 

S l A cups juice ( about S fit. ripe 
Saskatoon berries) 

H cup lemon juice 4 lemons) 

7 A cups (S\i lbs.) sugar 
1 bottle Certo fruit pectin 

First, prepare the juice. Crush 
about 3 quarts fully ripe Saskatoon 
berries. Heat gently until juice 
starts to flow; simmer, covered, 16 
minutes. Place in jelly doth or bag 
and squeeze out juice. Measure 
3 H cups into a very large saucepan. 
Squeeze and strain juice from 4 
lemons. Add H cup to berry juice 
in saucepan. 

Then make the jelly. Add sugar 
to juice in saucepan and mix well. 
Place over high heat. Bring to a 
boil, stirring constantly.

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Boat Sense Is Common Sense 

The growing popularity of boating in this area, 
at Lake McGregor and at Travers Dam, prompts us 
to offer a few hints of boating safety. Every summer 
one reads of boating accidents taking lives. A little 
thoughtfulness and care would, in most cases, have 
prevented these mishaps. 

Boat owners should make sure that every mem¬ 
ber of their family is familiar with the following 
rules: 

Start with boarding your boat. Step aboard as 
nearly at the center as possible, with lines taut and 
someone steadying the boat. Never jump aboard or 
step on a slippery gunwale. 

Fill your gasoline tank carefully with a minimum 
of splashing and spilling, and never smoke while fill¬ 
ing the tank. 

A first precaution, especially where children or 
non-swimmers are concerned, is proper life-preserving 
equipment. Lifejackets should be considered essential 
and they should be worn. Simply never take a chance. 

Learn the basic signs of impending bad weather 
and never ignore them. If caught on the water by an 
approaching storm, head for shelter at the first sign 
of high winds or rain. Keep your boat headed into the 
waves and don’t run before them. 

Cross the wake of a large boat at a safe angle if 
you can’t avoid it completely and slow down or stop 
before changing position in a small boat. 

Slow down and use caution in approaching docks 
and harbors; respect the property of others by re¬ 
fraining from being a “cowboy” at any time. Don’t 
take your boat too close to swimmers or fishermen. 
Remember, your boat has no brakes. Learn the 
nautical rules for travel on waterways and observe 
them. 

Always be sure your boat is rated as being able 
to safely handle the maximum horsepower of the 
motor which you attach. Don’t crowd a small boat 
beyond its rated motor horsepower. Don’t carry too 
big a load. The number of seats in your boat doesn’t 
always indicate its capacity. 

Intent OF An Editorial 

It is not uncommon for government men, busi¬ 
nessmen or individuals to complain about an editorial. 
They say it is incorrect, unfair, or just try to pin the 
editor’s ears back a little. In most cases, those com¬ 
plaining get nowhere. The editorial writer appreciates 
comment, derogatory or complimentary, and he will 
accept criticism if his facts were wrong, but he will 
seldom back up on his point of view. The public, 
through “Letters to the Editor,” has the same privi¬ 
lege. What many people overlook is the fact that an 
editorial writer is human. His opinions are his own 
but they are influenced by the people he comes in 
contact with, the material he reads and hears. If that 
point is kept in mind, people should accept editorials 
as soundings of public opinion rather than one man’s 
criticism.

This report is to keep local re¬ 
sidents abreast with developments 
in the campaign for a multi¬ 
purpose cultural community centre 
for the town and county of Vulcan. 

As was reported in a recent Ad¬ 
vocate, a deputation attended the 
town council meeting on June 13, 
to obtain council support for the 
allocation of the $12,000 govern¬ 
ment grant as the start of a build¬ 
ing fund for the centre, plus at 
least a block of town-owned land 
for its location and car parking 
facilities. 

Members of the delegation were 
Lawrence Haga, representing the 
Elks Lodge; John ^ndrews, repre¬ 
senting the Lions Club; Stan 
Scales and Earl Ericksen of the 
Civic Centre Committee, Vulcan 
Lions Club; Art Jones, choral 
workshop; Robert Jamison, Vulcan 
Library Board; Mrs. R. Gold, 
librarian; Mrs. W. Oldfield, Mrs. 
L. Kuykendall, Mrs. D. Giles, Sr., 
and Mrs. Russell Graham, library 
board delegates; Mrs. Jean Koziol, 
president of the Arts Council; and 
Mrs. Don Larkins, Miss Margaret 
Lock, Mrs. Elsie Tompkins, Miss 
Marion Mackay and Mrs. R. Nimz, 
representing various groups work¬ 
ing under the auspices of the Arts 
Council. 

Each member of the delegation 
outlined his or her particular or¬ 
ganization’s proposed use for such 
a centre and all joined in em¬ 
phasizing the very obvious gross 
lack of any such accomodation in 
the town. Commendable civic pride 
was apparent when apologies had 
to be made to delegates or visitors 
from other towns attending func¬ 
tions in our town for our present 
facilities or lack thereof. Compari¬ 
sons were made with other towns, 
many much smaller, all of which 
had really modern, suitable accom¬ 
modation to offer for large and 
small functions. Regretfully it was 
unanimously agreed that as a town 
we just don’t have it. Certainly 
we have a library, second-to-none 
book-wise for a town this size, 
but how many persons realize 
that not a single reference book or 
encyclopaedia is available for the 
work? Expensive encyclopaedia 
cannot be removed from the pre¬ 
mises. Sule there are sets in school, 
for use during school hours, but 
what about the homes with 
younger children? No family en¬ 
cyclopaedia and no quiet place to 
study, not even in the public 
library.

that adequate library facilities are 
the core of any cultural advance, 
and that they should be included 
in the proposed centre. The excel¬ 
lent and economical suggestion was 
made, that since the Civil Defence 
is building an underground rein¬ 
forced concrete, nerve centre 
which, when additional stories are 
added, provides an even better de¬ 
fence against radiation, why 
couldn’t different government de¬ 
partments pull together and save 
considerable money by building the 
library branch of the cultural 
centre atop of the Civil Defence 
building? 

General opinion was definitely 
against erecting another small 
buidlng in town, which within a 
year or so would likely be inade¬ 
quate. This opinion was endorsed 
when V.C.A.C. members listed their 
proposed useage: 

1. Large scale government sub¬ 
sidised presentations such as bal¬ 
let, opera, Canadian Players, etc., 
need adequate, easily obtained ac¬ 
comodation. Just because Vulcan 
and County is a country area we 
need not miss all the attractions 
available In the cities. The govern¬ 
ment because of its grants subsi¬ 
dising the cost of travelling pre¬ 
sentations, has made such attrac¬ 
tions available to rural centres. 
We, through lack of accomoda¬ 
tions, are unable to lake the ad¬ 
vantages offered. 

2. As soon as a V.C. Amateur 
Dramatic Society is formed they 
will neel and warrant rehearsal 
rooms, dressing rooms, stage, etc. 
The extent of country-wide interest 
in such a club is no less than amaz¬ 
ing, to say nothing of being educa¬ 
tional. 

3. The same requirements apply 
to the excellent choral workshop. 
Certainly they can and did re¬ 
hearse and practise in a church 
basement, but where did the 
general public take full advantage 
of this groups efforts? Champion 
school auditorium, Vulcan? 

4. When a film guild and Child¬ 
ren’s Film Society is formed in the 
fall, where will people be able to 
see and hear the wonderful shows 
designed for thinking people, or, 
more important, for impressionable 
children’s minds? 

5. When a mixed crafts class is 
organized for people who enjoy 
creating and take a personal pride 
in accomplishment, where can they 
meet? Temporarily, by courtesy of 
various ministers, all these efforts 
will need to be in church base¬ 
ments, but why should they be? 

6. When a county-wide kinder¬ 
garten is started, in the fall we 
hope, an intensive leadership course 
could be taken by a group of 
leaders representing each outlying 
district. This course needs housing- 
another church basement would 
appear to be the only present 
solution. To say nothing of the 
actual kindergarten classes when 
they commence. 

7. When large scale community 
functions are held in town what 
happens? The guest list is radi¬ 
cally reduced to squeeze into pre¬ 
sent accomodation. 

When a large wedding reception 
is planned it is just as well to 
move the whole deal to Lethbridge, 
for example, because it is so much 
nicer anyway and “we can invite 
everybody there.” 

8. The amount of fraternal

lodges, service clubs and societies 
in general in this town and county 
who have no adequate, permenant 
meeting place, club rooms or stor¬ 
age lockers for regalia— that in 
itself could be proof of a need. 

9. The pre-school creative art 
class now in operation will be dis¬ 
continued at the end of June due 
to withdrawaf ,of accomodation. 

10. So mufrh for that angle, now 
what about square-dancing clubs, 
badminton clubs, possible band 
headquarters if and when one is 
started, and a golden age club for 
the benefit and pleasure of our 
worthy senior citizens? Where do 
or could these and many more in¬ 
door recreational groups meet? 

This time even church basements 
would not fill the bill. The 
Armouries might, but, when all is 
said and done, it is military pre¬ 
mises. 

Possibly either of our two new 
school auditoriums might, but has 
the reader ever tried to rent them? 

11. The biggest practical lack at 
any public banquet function in this 
town, as almost every woman in 
the district knows, is modern 
kitchen and serving facilities. 
Blood, sweat and tears worked 
wonders during the war, but is it 
so necessary no-a-days? 

After each avenue was explored 
and talked out it was suddenly re¬ 
alized that the delegation and the 
town council were pulling together 
for such a centre, each suggesting 
methods of approach, fund raising 
projects, possible government grant 
angles to be investigated, etc. 

The delegation left the council 
meeting to carry out joint recom¬ 
mendations, i.g., the town council 
would contact the powers that be, 
on Civil Defence, and figure out 
tentative sites, the library com¬ 
mittee would contact their govern¬ 
mental superiors to explore the 
grant possibilities available for the 
construction of a county library 
such as we hope to have, the 
V.C.A.C. and the Lions drew up a 
list of all known organizations, 
county councillors, mayors and 
councillors to be contacted. All in¬ 
terested bodies and persons 
throughout the county were to be 
invited to attend a mass meeting 
to hear the Hon. Russell Patrick, 
provincial secretary, explain and 
explore requirements and pos¬ 
sibilities of additional government 
subsidies to start a building fund. 
It was unanimously agreed that 
until sufficient funds are available, 
construction should not be started. 

Monday, June 20, a small group 
met the Hon. Peter Dawson at the 
Rev. Sharpe home to ask his help 
and advice on the project. It was 
Dawson's suggestion that the Hon. 
Russell Patrick be approached. We 
feel fortunate that that approach 
will be a verbal one from Mr. Daw¬ 
son himself. 

Apropos to all this — some time 
next month we hope to announce 
Mr. Patrick’s date to come to Vul¬ 
can and call a mass meeting, at 
which meeting each club, lodge, 
organization, board, etc., will be 
asked to submit its requirements in 
the proposed centre, its estimated 
use there-of andits support, finan¬ 
cial labor force, furnishings, dona¬ 
tions, or what have you, and since 
this is a democratic country to 
state its objections to any under¬ 
taking the size of this. Any publi¬ 
city, pro or con, is good publicity, 
and unity is strength.
